sent out to determine on its verdict. 
At ten-thirty o'clock the jury asked 
;hat Judge Fifield repeat his charge 
;o the jury, nad this done it returned 
to the jury, and this done it returned 
jurymen .went to .dinner.

was closeted again at one o'clock and 
brought in its verdict at 2:25 p. m. 
It did not give a specific finding on 
the first count, that of robbery, the

That Waggoner was in their com- 


pany until .twelve o'clock on the night 
of August 17, was testified to by Mr. 
Dobrotz and Charles Hell, who were 
called to the witness stand immediate- 
ly after the witnesses for the state 
had been heard. They stated 
that 


they met Waggoner early that even- 
ing and were on the streets until ten 
o'clock when they went into Knipp's 
saloon,-Jiad a few drinks and played 
cards until the saloon was closed an 
hour later. They then went to Barry's 
pool hall, played one game of pool, and 
were about .to s.tar.t another when 
Waggoner complained of not feeling 
well and went out fiito the op.en air. 
Bobrotz and Hell then went with Wag- 
goner ,to the Schmidley restaurant for 
a lunch. While they were 
eating 


Waggoner got up and went outside. 
His companions saw him all that time 
sitting on the front door step. 
As 


they .left the restaurant they chatted 
with him. .for a short ..time. 
At about 


twelve o'clock Rp.brotz 
and 
Hell 


started to go "home down High street, 
and Waggoner, on West Milwaukee 
street. 


Patrolman. 
Harry Smith 
testified 


that he saw Waggoner in front of the 
.Schmidley restaurant at 11:15 o'clock. 
He spoke to him because he -thought 
he had fallen asleep. Waggoner got 
up and walked down High street and 
he had got as far as the alley to the 
rear of the restaurant when Smith 
last saw him. This was about the 
..time Denser was- robbed. 


The defendant when called to the 


stand, gave an account o£ his actions 
after leaving Hell 
and Dobrotz. He 


had first gone to his boarding house 
on Linn street and retired. 
Not be- 


ing able to sleep" he arose, dressed, 
and went 
down town. Until about 


two o'clock he sat up with Mr. .Con- 
nell in hvs restaurant 
opposite the 


Northwestern depot. Then 
feeling 


somewhat better he started for home. 
At the Wisconsin Carriage Company's 
corner he met a stranger who asked 
him for the "makins" of a cigarette, 
which he gave him. This man he des- 
cribed as about five feet, six uicb.es 
in height and weighing about 120 or 
125 pounds. After be had given him. 
a cigarette he showed him. a watch 
which he offered to sell 
him.

bought the watch for one dollar. 


Marele Stanford and Frank Fathers

COLIC. 


The 
pictures 
of father 
in his 


"nighty" walking the floor at midnight 
with a colicy offspring is familiar to 
all. 
But few parents escape this ex- 


perience, for few children ..complete 
their first year without having severe 
attacks of colic. 


The .special and peculiar colic of 


infancy is . that which is 
associated 


with gas in the bowels and is 
1 due to 


indigestion. 
Here it is a 
symptom 


only, but maybe a most troublesome 
one. 
.This form 
of 
colic belongs 


essentially 
to 
the 
first' year 
of 


the .child's life,-and is most frequent 
during the first three to six months. 


As before stated, Colic is due to in- 


testinal indigestion. 
The food may 


"be too rich in sugar, or the child's 
digestive organs 
may be naturally 
weak. 
In either instance, the 
food 


decomposes in the bowels, 
gas 
is 


formed from ' the decaying mass; re- 
sult, iclistention of the 
bowels 
and 


pain—Colic. 


Overfeeding is a frequent 
cause. 


Some .mothers .have no regular hours 
for nursing or feeding, but will al- 
low their children to have food at any 
and all times. 
Result? Indigestion 
and Colic. 


Then, too, some babies not 
more 


than six months old are given mash- 
ed potatoes nnd flonr gravey, 
and 


some are given cereal mushes. Is it 
any wonder the_se unfortunates have 
colic? 


There are certain symjitons which 


any one who has had anything to do 
with children will recognize as Colic 
symptoms. 
The child not only cries 


loudly, but will shriek.. The 
cryin 


may be periodic or paroxysmal, arid 
if it falls asleep there is twitching 
and 'jerking, and will awaken sudden- 
ly, with' a scream. The legs are usual- 
ly 'drawn up against the abdomen, or 
are'moved back and forth or up and 
down. 
, , 


Probably the quickest and best way 


to obtain relief in Colic is to give an 
enema, or rectal injection of soap and 
water. The idea being to relieve, the 
bowels as quickly as possible of the 
decaying food mass. 


To give an enema, have the child 


lie on its right side with the Jieajfl'.a 
shoulders lower than the hips. (After 
the bowels have been relieved, heat 
may be applied . to the abdomen by 
using 'hot-water bottle, 
flannel 
or 


anything that is not., too heavy and 
will retain 
heat, 
These 
measures 


will usually relieve an ordinary 
at- 


tack of Colic; the other,kind needs 
the attention of a physician. In Colic, 
as in any other" abnormal condition, 
the proper procedure' is to set about 
to-fiii'd the cause and remove it, if 
possible. 
As mentioned before, 
the 


cause in nearly every' instance lies in 
the 
food ir 
the 
feeding. 
A few 


cases may be due to chilling of the 
feet or abdomen. Some cases may be 
due to constipaton in the mother. A 
few causes may be clue, perhaps, to 
that one process which is held re- 
sponsible for nearly all the disorders 
of early childhood, namely, teething.

Inefficient means and methods are being weeded out. 


Hard work is carefully studied to see how it can be .lightened. , in fact, 
everything, little or big, within the domain of housekeeping is coming in 
for analysis and criticism. 
And. so improvements are sure to arrive all' 


along the line. So important has this movement become, that a congress of 
workers and those interested is now held annually. And to show the v.'iclo 
range of inquiry, here are some of the subjects discussed at this year's 
meeting.

The laundry problem was thoroughly overhauled. Two hundred ques- 


tions were sent to colleges, hospitals, clubs and similar institutions and 
to. certain, private families and the answers keenly studied, in order to 
find what improvements could be suggested in laundry work. Incidentally 
many interesting side facts were evolved, one being that trained women 
as superintendents of laundries are much in demand; and another, that 
housekeepers.greatly interfere with the,routine of laundry work by send- 
ing their: bundles late and then wanting tliem quickly. 


So perhaps some of the laundry deficiencies we rail about are, after

Another- subject that was thoroughly discussed was the relation be- 


tween the work of the home'and tha architecture of the house. To lighten 
the housekeeping work the floor, plans of many a house need ^changing. 

But thx discussion means 
that the houses of the future will be built differently. The old notion that 
the kitchen must be large and .commodious is giving place to the idea of 
condensed space in the kitchen in order to save steps. The utilization of 
the wall space ia being taken into account. , Even the numtfer -of doors is 
now being, considered, and also the height of the sink. 
A uniform Height 


for the sink, as has been the .rule, irrespective of the height of the worker, 
no longer holds good. The advisability of a butler's pantry is under con- 
sideration; also some way to shorten the distance from the kitchen to tha 
front' door. 
, 


In fact,'every part of the house and of the work of the home-keeper 


is being thus minutely scrutinized, 


And to secure the kind of help we want in our homes, improvements 


oil this kind are necessary. . We cannot get energetic, efficient people to 
work'for us, while they must work in an inefficient way. 
Offer business- 


like conditions, business-like methods, and business-like tools, and a de- 
lightful change will soon be noted in the class of workers offering to help 
in the work of our homes.

A most delicious 
way ol nerving 


hamburger steak is to put the round 
steak through'the chopper (.don't buy- 
it chopped, for you take all kinds ol, 
mixtures); add seasoning of pepper, \ 
salt and onion, if liked. Grease the 
broiler and put the meat in the form 
of a steak and broil. When cooked, 
pour over a quarter of a cup of cream 
to each .pound.of the meat; have tha 
cream hot and .well seasoned. 
:. Breakfast Chicken.—Chop the pieces 1 
of chicken fine; have a little butter In1 
a sauce pan.! .When melted, add a cup \ 
of cream, when hot stir in the chick- 
en, season and serve on well buttered 
rounds of toast. 


Beef Miroton.—Mince cold 
corned 


beef, season ' with pepper, 
chopped 


pickle, two minced hard cooked eggs; 
moisten with any 
gravy: or 
white 


sauce at hand, cover with seasoned 
mashed 
potatoes and bake until 


brown. '

WHEN Matron' Harland 
wrote 


"Common Sense in the Household" 
in 1S75 she devoted a whole chapter 
to urging, coaxing and imploring her 
pupils to broil rather than fry meats. 
"A" fried stealc,""slie' told 'them, "was 
one killed by 
heat, 
swimming in 


greasej a culinary solecism, both vul- 
gar and Indigestible." ' N o one 
is 


ever taught to fry a steak, everyone 
is advised to use the broiler, yet every 
clay there are more steaks fried than 
broiled. 


First select a steak that will do 


you credit; there is as much differ- 
ence in steaks as in faces. 
A thin 


steak must dry and shrive-1 when it 
is cooked; a perfect steak is cut an 
inch and a half thick so that when it 
is cooked it will have 
a crust 
an 


eighth of an inch, thick of browneJ 
meat with a tender center, rich from 
the confined steam 
of the 
juices. 


Such a steak as Marion Harland re- 
commended (a sirloin cut from a grass 
fed beef), weighing three pounds, will 
cost today in the 
neighborhood of 


'90 cents; forty years ago she 
pur- 


chased the same cut for 
25 cents, 


with a nice 'chunk of suet thrown in. 
So it is seen that the tender sirloin is 
not always to be had but tough beef 
steaks may be made more tender by 
mangling them. Pound on both sides. 
If you have no mangle use a dull 
knife or the edge of a heavy plate. 
This breaks the fibers 
of the 
meat 


and though it will look ragged before 
it is cooked it will 'draw together as 
soon as the heat contracts it.' 


Grease the broiler well with 
suet 


and heat it, lay on the steak and cook 
it. while you .count ten slowly, turn it 
and do the same with the other side; 
this Is to sear it and keep 
in the 


juices. Now hold it farther from the 
coals or turn the gas lower, if you 
cook with it, so the meat will cook 
more slowly counting ten and .then 
turning until the steak is cooked to 
your, liking. 
- 


A one-inch steak will be rare done 


in eight minutes; a steak an inch and 
a half in thickness requires twelve 
minutes to he medium well cooked. 


When clone it will be putted between 


the wires of the broiler and will offer 
some resistance to the touch. If you 
are- not experienced enough to judge 
this way, remove the broiler to the 
work table and make 
a but in one 


side, but never test cooking meat by 
plunging a fork into it, as. this liber- 
ates1 the juices. 
Steak must go at 


once to the table. Sprinkle with salt 
and pepper. and cover 
with melted 


butter. 
Fried potato balls, straw, Saratoga 


or French fried 
potatoes 
may 
be 


served on the steak platter with the 
meat. 


If you have no broiler learn to pan 


broil your steaks. 
They are not so 


fine as when broiled, but are far su- 
perior to fried meat.
